a higher Celebration for Riches , this principally ariſing 
(without doubt) from Magiſtratical care, at every Quar- 
ter-Sale day wherein the poorer ſort are not only kindly 
nſed (beyond compatiſon) but are alſo ſo tyed up , thax 
they cannot ſquander away their good bargains , but are 
reſerved in caſe of neceſficy to their needy Families.

raiſed up Biſhop Montague, Mr, Themas Bellot, and other 
pious and generous BenefaQors, by whoſe great bounty 
and good Example it now enjoys its preſent Splendor 
and Glory. In the Body whereof one thing is moſt 
remarkable, that alchough it be of a vaſt Dimenſion 
raking its height, bredth, an4 length , and lying' unco- 
vered for above 100 years, the Windows fo large, the 
Walls ſo thin , (that I preſume many Manfion-houſes 
equal it) yet this Noble Pile, notwithſtanding it hath no 
{loaping Buttreſles, on the outſide to ſupport and ſtreng- 
then it, which the great Churches uſually have , ſhews 
no Flaw, Crack, not ſettling , but ſtands firm and en- 
tire , evidencing thereby, not only the profound Skill of
